ijtrmed forces chief General Khanh yesterday 
ordered the creation of a military policy council- - 
headed by himself and composed of the young opera- 
tional commanders --to advise him on assignments, 
promotions, and disciplinary measures.

Belgium -Congo : Belgium appears increasingly 
anxious to get the other Western powers to share 
responsibility for technical assistance to the Congo. 
Brussels is having difficulty maintaining its present 
level of aid, and its willingness to assume a greater 
burden is being undermined by a serious financial 
dispute with Tshombd, domestic disenchantment over 
the Congo situation, and growing alarm over external 
support to the Congolese rebels. A recent suggestion 
by influential Belgian businessmen that the Congo 
problem be attacked in some kind of "multinational 
institutional frame work" apparently reflects official 
Belgian thinking. 


British Guiana : (Ex-premier Jagan's "nonviolent 
noncooperation" with the new Burnham government 
appears to be aimed primarily at weakening British 
Guiana's economy. Acting on party instructions, his 
rural supporters have begun withdrawing their funds 
from banks --already to the amount of over $2.3 mil- 
lion. Jagan’s supporters also have been told to make 
no more installment payments on tractors and other 
large purchases, and will be advised not to make ex- 
tensive preparations for the autumn rice crop. Jagan 
reportedly plans to ask Cuba to stop its substantial 
purchases of rice from British Guiana!? 


0 Canada : {The Canadian Parliament's approval of 
Canada's red and white, maple leaf flag removes from 
the public forum one of the most emotional of the di- 
visive issues plaguing English - French Canadian re- 
lations. Prime Minister Pearson has won prestige 
by forcing adoption of the new flag as he had promised, 
but his gain may be dissipated as involvement of gov- 
ernment ministers in alleged attempts at bribery and 
coercion continues to be investigate!!/ I 
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
